Prof. Pierce Shows What State* Have 
Furnished Our Holmen! Brain*. 


Will Mot Stand to Have the Will of 
the W hile State Set A ride by 
One Man. 


Prof. T, <F. Pierce. County Superin­ 
tendent of Public 'Instruction of this 
county, has made a compilation of 
statistics showing where the mem- 
l>ers of the first legislature of the 
State of Oklahoma came from. From 
these statistics it appears that the 
following states and foreign count­ 
ries furnished native sons to help 
make Oklahoma's first laws, in the 
order and rank as follows:

(birthday this year, the remarkable 
fact stands out boldly that the an­ 
nual carnage has been decreased to a 
great degree. Advices from all points 
up to midnight show that in all the 
large cities new rules and their strict 
enforcement have checked the custo­ 
mary slaughter of children. In New 
York there were but four deaths for 
the three days. 
In Chicago, usually 
drenched with blood under the guise 
of |*atriotism, there wa snot a single 
death for the three days. In Wash­ 
ington there were -no deaths, no in­ 
juries, and only che smallest fire­ 
crackers were permitted. In all the 
other large cities there were but few 
deaths an I a limited numlper of in­ 
juries. The campaign begun by the 
newspapers, medical associations and 
peaceful public generally five years 
ago is beginning to !>ear fruit. 
This year in the large cities the ax 
was laid to the root of the evil when 
only a limited number of reputable 
dealers were permitted licenses to 
sell firecrackers and they were strict­ 
ly forldcihen to sell to Children or 
irresponsible persons gaint crackers, 
toy pistols, dynamite canes and simi­ 
lar deadly weapons. The beneficial 
result show’s in the great decrease 
in mortality. 
Chicago pro|>oses to go a step fur­ 
ther next year, and compel all pur­ 
chase rs of fireworks to register, as 
they are now compelled to do when 
they buy firearms or deadly explo­ 
sives. If this law ivecomes effective, 
the police will know in advance just 
what points to watch for trouble. 
Nature combined this year with the 
forces of law and order to save life 
and property. Copious rains, fairly 
general over the country. provably 
saved the insurance companies thou­ 
sands of dollars and also dampened 
the careless ardor of celt brants. 
Incidentally, thousands 
of 
white 
dresses and dainty millinery were 
ruined, but this damage does not 
require hospital treatment. 
* The entire state of Oklahoma re­ 
ports two deaths and nine serious 
injuries. 
(Small cities in New 
Jersey 
and 
Pennsylvania and far Wetsern local­ 
ities seemed most prolific in ca su a lt­ 
ies this year. In every case this can 
ive traced to lax police regulations. 
It is also certain that there are 
many cases of injuries at picnics in 
remote localities, news of which will 
not be available for some days. Pre­ 
sumably, a numbr of Chese accidents 
will eventually result in death. The 
list of tetanus victims is compiled in 
August. Victims of July 4 accidents 
who survive the month of August are 
likely to recover and are not class 
ed in the lists as July 4 deaths. In 
any event, basing the estimate on 
advices at hand at midnight, the 
list this year will be far below form­ 
er years.

Elephant 
Ivory 
and How 
It Is 
Obtained 


By Capt. Fritz Duquesne 


f 
F>apt. Fritz Duquesne tt?as born of 
Boer parents in South Africa, edu­ 
cated in Europe (where he won con­ 
siderable distinction as a swords­ 
m an), and has been a professional 
hunter of big game most of his life. 
A t the^ age of 17 he was a veteran of 
the Kaffir wars. He served in the 
Hoer lear and also in the Congo. In 
the recent events of South Africa's 
kaleidoscopic history Capt. Duquesne 
took a conspicuous part. 
He act­ 
ed in many capacities during the 
hostilities between the Boer and the 
British, being in turn spy, military 
detective, engineer, censor, dispatch' 
carrier and propagandist. 
He was 
wounded 
twice 
in 
the 
fighting 
around Colcnso. When the British 
succeeded in cutting cable communi­ 
cation between the Boer republic 
and the rest of the world, Duquesne 
earned the news of the Boer victo­ 
ries over the Mozambique border. 
Iand from there he wrote dispatches 
to the Petit Bleu, the official Euro­ 
pean organ of the Boer government. 
H e was once captured by the Por­ 
tuguese and thrown into prison at 
Lorenzo Marquis. Later he was* bu­ 
lten as a prisoner to Europe at the 
request of the British government. 
When the ship that conveyed him 
and his guard touched at Naples he 
was suffering from a fever and in 
consequence was placed in an Italian 
hospital. On Im recovery he was al­ 
lowed to go free. He went to Brus­ 
sels and was sent back to the front 
by Dr. Leyds, with plans for the 
seizure of Cape Town by the Boer 
commanders then mobilized in Cape 
Colony. Everything was ready for 
the taking of the city when, a traitor 
having revealed the plot, Duquesne 
and a number of others were cap­ 
tured in Cape Town inside the B rit­ 
ish defenses. 
This was the climax 
of what has come to be known as the 
“Cape Town Plot.” 
Some of the 
prisoners were sentenced to death 
who later had their sentence changed 
to life imprisonment. Capt. Duquesne 
was among the latter. Ten months 
later he escaped from the Bermuda 
prisons, got aboard the American 
yacht Margaret of New York while 
she was coaling at the dock, and was 
conveyed to Baltimore. Bach to Eu­ 
rope he went again, as war corre- 
sjwndsnt and military writer on the 
P etit Bleu; thence to Africa, where 
he took a commission on the Congo. 
In East Africa he hunted big game 
for sport and profit, and finally he 
came to N ew York to do newspaper 
and magazine work. 


whose hunting experiences has been 
bring him down.

will probably end in his destruction. 
Rifles of various caliber are carried 
for economy. 
It is cheaper to use a 
small six five-tenths m illim eter rifle 
on small game, a nine m illim eter on 
medium game, and a 600 express on 
big game, than to carry one weapon 
for all-round work, which would have 
to be big enough at 
least 
for 
the 
largest game. 
Nothing sm aller than 
a 450 express would do for that, and 
it would be distinctly uneconomical, 
not to say foolish, to shoot a small 
antelope, the size of a goat, with a 
600 express. 
It would be like using 
a pile driver to kill a mosquito. Again, 
cartridges become very costly by the 
tim e they reach the interior of Africa. 
A cartridge for a 600 express rifle, for 
instance, costing sixpence (12 cents) 
in London, reaches an enorm ous price 
by the tim e it gets into the hunting 
grounds of Africa. 
I have seen them 
bring five shillings ($1.25) each, and 
very scarce at that. 
Nor is this such 
an extravagant price when one takes 
into consideration that every ounce 
has to be carried by porters who plod 


I are still thousands of herds of every­ 
thing Africa possesses for the hunter, 
roam ing over the veld only a few 
days’ travel afoot from 
the 
coast. 
There are hundreds of rivers that 
have rarely been visited by the white 
man. 
On the banks of these stream s 
hippopotami, rhinoceroses, elephants, 
leopards, lions, gorillas and dozens of 
varieties of antelope, the nam es of 
which have never been heard by the 
m ajority of Luropeans or Americans, 
gambol and fatten in gluttonous plen­ 
titude undisturbed by the crack of the 
600 caliber express. 
It is only in 
reachable districts th at the gam e is 
killed to any great extent. 
The cost 
and danger of hunting in most of the 
country have protected it and will 
protect it for many years to come. 


Frightful Diseases of the Jungle.

In 
Africa, to hunt a la mode, one takes 
a battery of arm s, usually three and 
som etim es four, high power rifles of 
different caliber, ranging from a six 
and five-tenths m illim eter to a 
600 
cordite express. 
The cartridges for 
these rifles are charged with vari­ 
ous bullets, solid nickel, steel, soft 
nose long, soft nose short and split. 
Each of these bullets was designed 
by experts for a special use, and on 
the way they are used depends the 
success of one’s sh o t 
Often the use 
of the unsuitable bullet ends in the 
h u n ter’s death. 
On small game the 
light caliber arm , six flve-tenths milli­ 
m eter, is used, and on large and dan­ 
gerous game the nine m illim eter Mau­ 
ser and 600 caliber cordite express 
give the best results. The last-named 
rifle strikes the
